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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 58, 59, 61, 63, 64, 66-69, 71, and 72 made during 
the telephone conversation with Mika Mayer on 6/3/2008 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
Stales and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 58, 59, 61, 63, 64, 66, 67, 68, 69 and 71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 

anticipated by Cheikh (US 2002/01 1 1603). 

Cheikh discloses in paragraphs [0092, 0093, 0313] and Figure 3 a method comprising the steps of 

loading a biodegradable polymeric implant comprising a therapeutic amount of an active agent into a 

conduit, accessing a sinus with the conduit, deploying the implant through the opening in a sharp-tipped 

conduit (6) into the sinus with a pusher (3). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 72 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cheikh as modified by 

Boehm et al (US 2006/0162722). 

Cheikh discloses the claimed invention except for the active agent comprising mometasone 

furoate. Boehm et al teach that it is known to deliver mometasone furoate to the sinus in paragraphs 

[0039] and [0041]. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 

invention was made to modify the method of Cheikh by using mometasone furoate as taught by Boehm et 

al since such a modification would allow for anti-inflammatory action in the sinus.
